The happy results of this are more oxten- 
sivuly witnessed in tho various gold-fields 
districts of Victoria, and there is no popu- 
lation that possosse.s, perhaps, so much 
self-reliance, and is, therefore, generally so 
contented and prosperous, us a farming 
community -whose interests ara allied with 
tho progress of tho gold-fields. We have 
in this district an excellent opening to 
form such a population, and to establish in 
our midst successfully so valuable and per- 
manent a puisuit ms that of farming. A 
fine strotcli of from 10,000 to 15,000 acres 
of good land is stated by competent au- 
thorities to exist in the direction named. 
The area is adjacent to the Bendigo gold- 
field, wliicii is yet only in its infancy, and 
promises to be not only a lasting but an 
extensive ono also. The climate is excel- 
lent, and water-power to drive a flour-mill 
is available. Moreover, a large number 
of small capitalists are ready to take up 
farms and change the wilderness into fruit- 
ful fields, dotted with homes and fann- 
bnildinga. Sheep at present occupy this 
inviting country, so suitable for cultiva- 
tion, with its rolling plains and rounded 
hills and glades. Upon all these grounds, 
then, we urge that steps should be at once 
taken to have these lands thrown open. 
A public meeting, and a memorial, would 
no doubt assist in ha.stening the steps of 
the Provincial Government in tlie matter. 
The time is slipping by, and the sooner 
we make a commencement, tho sooner will i 
the district acquire an additional source of ' 
prosperity and inihistry. Let ns then he 
up and doing. Tho minor is largely in- 
terested, the townsman and merchant more 
so, and, from ■x liigher point of view, so 
arc the p.irents of children who desire that 
their olTspring sho\ild follow other pumuits 
besides those of raining. An agricultural 
population neces.situte3 the estabH.sliment 
of other trades, and thus an opening is 
made for the employment of the rising 
genei'atioii. Earnestly, then, having the 
blessing of good land at our command, do 
we urge immediate ])ublic action upon the 
su!jcct,^It vyas a soiu-ce of great regret to ’ 
''us when we gastaTfrom tli e"^ Hill j 

over that fair land of Goshen stretching: 
up the Clutha to the Wanaka Lake, spi-eaj-: 
ing oat so attractively to the right hand 
and to the left hand, and watered by many 
a .stream, ns well as by a noble river, to 
see it remain nnoccupied and in its primi- 
tive and barren state. 

But though we advocate tho immediate 
opening up of these lands for settlement, 
it does not necessarily follow that they 
should he sold. Thus, in our’ opinion, 
would be extremely injudioious, as, if 
oflerod by public auction, their final de.s- 
tination would be the .same as tho Island 
Block at Teviot, namely, the hands of the 
squatter. Experience is the best guide to 
rely upon, and exp.airaice tells us that 
sales of land by auction only tend more 
suroly to allow tho capitalist to seemo the 
choice and best solections. All tlie evi- 
dence taken heforo the Waste Lands Com- 
mittee coiifirnied the truth of this. Mr 
Dillon Beil coufcs.ied ho would have to 
buy the land to he sold on his run, even 
if it cost him a large sura per acre. .So it 
would doubtless he with the area in ques- 
tiou. We do not make these remarks in 
any Bjiirit of autagoiiisni to the runholding 
interest. It is an important ono, and its 
value in the colonisation of New Zeahind 
lias been far greater than is generally .ad- 
mitted or supposod ; yet when the lands 
which the squatters now hold under sufl'er- 
anoe are wanted for farming purpose.s, the 
interests of thoso by whom these lamis are 
required must not be overlooked. Wo are 
not aniong the number of thoso who object 
to the squatter receiving compensation, if 
need bo ’to a literal e.xteiit ; for wo think 
it only fair that when a large outlay of 
capital has taken pLaco in the purchasing 
and stocking of runs, libeml .allowance 
should be made when it i.s foun<l necessary 
to take from those runs land of a superior 
quality. Then we come to the question 
whether it should .he alienated under the 
Hundreds system. The evil is great also 
this way, nnd the speculator docs a great 
deal of mischief. Lastly, to soouro botta 
fide aettleiuent, we must fall back upon 
tho wisdotii of the Colonial Parliament, 
which in tlie year ISGfi, when unmoved 
by .my other considerations than thoso of 
justice and equity, gave the people on the 
Gold-fields a most valuable piece of in.i- 
chincry to accomplish it by. The Gold-; 
fields Act gives us very nearly the land 
systems of 'Victoria and New South Walo.s 
— systems that have done wondere for’, 
tho.se colonics. The jirovisions of tho Act 
have worked excellently both at Tuapeka. 
and the Lakes, while the other one-s Iiayo^ 
failed to accomplish the great end in view. 
Free sclcotion, deferred payme.nts, cultiva- 
tion and resilience ns a preliminary stcp;to 
piirchnse without competition, arn securrd 
by tills measure ; and if tho people arc 
wise they will not claim, hut dciniiid that 
they shall have access to the soil granted 
to them by it and through it only. So

Having recently 
mads a trip from the Wauuka Ijuko to Queons- 
towu, a fow jottings of the j-uuiicy may interest 
some of our rusdera. Arriving at tho Wunaka 
at Huiisvt, uRei' p.-ui^iiig tliiMUgU sume exoellent 
gra^iug country fur a few miles hefoie reaching 
the Lake, wo put up fur the night at .Messrs 
Heddituh and llu38cll*8 Wannka Hotel, prettily 
jdtflated (m tho shores of the luko, and command- 
ing a fine view of tho scenery in the noighbour- 
hood. Iinmediately fronting it is a range of 
high mouuLaiua stretching down to the shores of 
the hike ; and far away m the background, in a 
north- westerly direction, the rugged peak of 
Mount Aspiring, crowned with eternal snow, 
.towers almost to the skies, Viewed from the 
rise on which the hotel is situated, with the lake 
below glittering and ejiarkling in tho sotting sun, 
the scene is extremely beautiful, and presents a 
marked contrast to the barren, tumdy country of 
*Lhe Duustan district. On an island iu tho lake, 
distant about two miles from Me.ssra Hedditcli 
And Russoll's, wild rabbits abound - and as a | 
fine large yacht is provided by this outerprising 
firm- for the convonienco of visitors, pleasure- 
sepkera can enjoy a few days' tranquil rc|)ose, or 
^engage In exhilarating sports, os their tastos may 
direct. Leaving the hotel, a few miles further 
on the r«)ad enters the valley of the Cardrona, 
the stream wending its way through a saiuly 
gorge of a hundred yards or so in width, ami 
having to be crossed and recrosaeil a great many 
times. Numerous landslips have taken place on 
the mountain-side, ami the ground thus left 
exposed presents at tir.sb sight tlic appearance of 
hiiriiig been sluiced by the gnlil-sccker. After 
a ride of about ten miles through this valley, 
the township of Cardroiia, onoc so famous for 
its fertility in the pi’ccious metal, is reached. 
The majority of the olahns on the Cardnini, at 
one time celebr.itcd for the rich deposits of 
heavy, si ** \y gold ivhich they containoil, are 
now almoit >forked out ; although iu the opinimi 
of rruny of the residents in thj township the 
lead of gf)ld will be found to exist much further 
down the creek than is generally supposed.

'This portion of the road 
i.s very rough, and can only he travcrscil by 
horaCTuen and foot-posscugei'S, The l>ed of the 
stream has boen superficially turned over by the 
miner, and at prc-scub tlie workings appear tn be 
divided betiyoen Euriipeins and Cldueac. From 
^vllat wo codM learn, the rcturna from mo.st of j 
the claims .arc aatisF.acbory. Having .at last ar- 
rive-l .at the f»nt of tho Grown Rmngc (of the 
difficulty attachel to the ascension of which 
wc liad been previously informed) wc commenced 
the toilsoms ascent ; and eorbainly we must say 
it ivas iiacessary to put iu practice to its fullest 
extent tho old Scotch a U' 40 . “ Tut a stout heart 
to a steep brae.” as, out of counldcratiou for the 
willing animal which had carried us so many 
miles, wo preferred “tackling” the hill on foot. 
After an hi'ur's'cliinhing, h’>wcTcr, we reached 
tlio top, and were amply rewarded for our exer- 
tions by the inagniHcciit panoramic view which 
liere arrests the tnaveller'a gaze. Far below | 
lay immense green fields of waving corn, with - 
Lake Hayes gleaming in their midst, and a corner 
of Lake Wnkatij> peeping out through the moun- 
tains by which it is aui’roimded. The country 
from this point presented a marked contrast 
to that previously tr.aversccl. Raacliing the 
plain after a wearisome descent of tho steep 
mouutain side, wc foull*l large areas of land 
under cultivation, the great fertility of the soil 
being amply shown by the splendid appearauco 
of the crops, After a smart trot we reached 
the Arrow, distant from the foot of tho moun- 
tain about four miles. Tt is a nice little town- 
ship, and has many pretty gardens and cultivated 
patches of ground, which atld gre.atly to its ap- 
pearance. In the ganleu of Mr W. Bcolcs, over 
which we were kindly nhowii by the proprietor, 
beautiful ripe strawberries were to be seen in 
grc.ab profusion, and fruit of all descriptiona 
seemed to be thriving nmazingly. Between the 
Arrow and Queenstown, a distance of about 
fourteen miles, a fine level country intervenes. 
Lake Hayes, a small sheet of water about three 
miles long, is skirted by tlie main ro.id, and has 
many pretty farms iu its vicinity. Tassliig tho 
lake, and ascending a small terrace, which is 
traxirsed for about a mile, we amve at the Shot- 
over crossing. At times this is a very dangerous 
fonling-placc, owing to the shifting nature of tho 
channel, upon which not the aliglitcst dependence 
can bo placed.- A substantial bridge is, liowover, 
being erected, and ivill be a great boon in travel- 
lers when completad. J<eaving the Shotoqcr, 
and passing more farms, all in a high stat^ of 
cultivatinii, Frankton, situated at the end of the 
Wakatip Lake, is rc.aolicd. This is .an exceed- 
ingly pretty spot for a township, altliough as 
yet tho Iniihlings arc not inimcrmis.

A 
snort distance from tho Hn.spital, and separated 
from it by thoKawarau River, which leaves the 
lake at this paint, the homo atation of Messrs 
Biiyes Bros, is situated. Fraiikton was also ao- 
lectel ag tho site for the Brunswick Flour Milk, 
And from here the whole of t)ic flour consumed 
in the Wakatip district ia dispabch»l. This 
\ ilour is als 9 finding its way birgoly into tho Pun- 



stan markets. 'Die road from Fr.anktoii to 
Queanbtown thciiwiud^ round the lake until tho 
latter towmiliip is ruaclicd. Fur situation and 
huallhiuess of oUmato Qiicoustown certainly car- 
ries oJT tho palm when compared with any of tho 
other goldilulrls’ towns. 'J'lie cliinato is described 
by old residents ns being perfect, and judging 
f rum the smlliiig n^spect uf tlio country, avo should 
say the statoment is correct. The township is of ' 
very ccmsiilerable extent, and altliough the 
“ palmy days” of tho pl.aco havo gone by uuver 
to return— times when an hotcl-kcopor would 
growl if he did not, .at tho vory lowest estimate, 
take i’CO or £70 a-day— yet the business people 
in general acorn tn bo doing a very fair trade. 
The gardens arc all looking capital, and straw- 
herrius and cherries in particular present a 
temptingly rosy appearance. A public park ia 
laid off on a neck of Land which stretclics Into 
the lake, and is studded with forcat trees and 
shrubs. Iu a few yu.ai*a‘ tiino it will be a pretty 
spot, if cared for iu tho intorim, and will no 
doiilit become a favourite jilace of public resort. 
The Lake View Gardens, owned by Messrs 
M'Conuuchie and Rowell, arc also well worth a 
visit. Vegetation is here exceedingly luxuriaut, 
and flou'sri of roseate hues abound In profusion. 
In refercnco to tho Agpicultural capabilities of 
the Quccnstoivu district it may with truth he 
said, “Tickle the ground with a Hoc, and nature 
avill smile at you with a h.arvost.'^ 

It was almost with a pang nf regret that wo 
left this picturesque, fertile, and plc.viaut eoaii- 
try ; hut where friculs are situate, there 
the facoof nature wears a siniUnias^ieut, thmigli 
the streets are dusty and the land is uf a hirreii : 
appearance, ami it was witli consi'ler.abla satis- 
f.'ictirm that we arrived in Cromwell alter our 
pleasant tour through tho country of the great 
inland waters.

Hinoo the Chinese have located 
themselves hero, the birds have either been 
destroyed or driven from their old hatcliing 
groumls, as tbey have all ilisiqipcared. 

There is qiule a, largo Chinese settlement 
grown up hero lately ; three sUircs, a black- 
smilb, a shouniakcr, tu'o liiit 'heis, bo;side,s 
the usmd smoking and gambling piices.

The Provinces, 

Fatal Mining Accident at the 
Ttiames Goldfield, 

We have to record, with the utmost re- 
gret, the first accident tlmt has happened 
in connection with the Golden Crown 
Company's works, and which has surpa.ssed 
in the huri'ov of its details, not only any 
occurrence on the goldfield, but even in 
tlie I’rovince. From the particulara which 
we append, it will be seen that the unfor- 
tunate sufferer by this most sudden and 
■awful casualty Wiis mangled in tlie most 
horrible manner, so much so that the body 
completely defied identification, From the 
p-Ai'tieulars, as gatliered by onr rei>ortev, 
who visited the scene of the accident a 
short time after its occurrence, it would 
appear that tliere are two engineei-s in 
charge of the crushing and pumping works 
of the Golden Crown Company. Tlie.se 
men work in twch'e-hour shifts, and one j 
of them, the head engineer, byname John 
Baxter, went to work at six o’clock lust j 
night ivs usual ; nnd until aliout half-past 
eiglito’clock theoperatiousof the machinery 
went on as usual, no one haviug occasion 
to visit tlie building, with the exception of 
Baxter, who was in charge. At tho hour 
mentioned above, a stranger went to visit 
Mr Cootes, who is in the employ of the 
Company, and occupies an otBce in tlie 
ncighbourliood of tho pumping macliinei-y, 
when he was horrified at perceiving the 
mangled body of a human being lying on 
tho floor of the machine room, close to the 
eeceiitric i-ods .and governing ball. The 
alarm wa.s then given, the machinery was 
immediately stopped, and a crowd soon 
congregated ai’ound the spot. TJie appear- 
ance presenterl by tlie body was of a fear- 
ful oliaracter, not ,a feature of tlie coun 
tciiance was recognisable, atKl the mangled 
and distorted limbs scai-ce presented the 
semblance of a human individual. Tlie 
UI.SCSIM were protruding ; and, indeed, ft- 
may be almost said that tlie whole remains 
were a mass of mangled flesh, A strict 
examination of the immediate locality w.as 
nt onoo entci-ed into, .and it was found that 
tliD governing balls wore sprinkled with 
brains and blood, as wore also the eccentric 
rods, and a largo qn.antity of blood was 
coagulated on the floor nodoi-ncath the 
balls, and the oil-can Ttsctl for oiling the 
machinery was fouinl at tho Iwttom of the 
pit in which tlx? fly-wheel revolves. From 
an exanniiation of tlie fragments of torn 
clothes and the disfigured rem-ains, it was 
found that tiie nufortimatn man, Baxter, 
after oiling tho bearings of the fly-wheel, 
iiirautioiisly raised Ids licad, forgetful of 
the close proximity of the quickly-re- 
volving- governing biilTs, and was struck 
liy them, and dashed, stunned, amongst 
1 the eccfmti'ic rods, wliicli, having torn tlin 
then scu-seless form, tlivew it in an undia- 
tliigiiishahle heap on the part of the floor 
on whicli it was sulnoqucutly fonii'!. An

Tho Governor after Dinner, 

At a dinner given at Newmavkot, near 
Auckland, on tho Prince of Wales’ birtli- 
day, in connection with the Now Uealaiul 
Agricultural Society’s Show, Sir Georgo 
F, Bowen replied to the toast of “’The 
Govemor ’’ in the following terms : — 

“ I assure yon I rejoice greatly to find 
myself among you on such an occasion- 
being present, not so much in my official 
; capacity, but rather os a country genule- 
man (loud cheera), 1 am vciy glad to see 
before me so many excellent repnisonta- 
tives of a class which has dono so inuot) 
for the extension of the noble, the truly 
‘ heroic ’ work of colonisation — I mean the 
British fanner (cheers). You all ro.ay re- 
member tbs lines of the poet— 

Prineea ami peers may floiiriali .and may fade ; 

A breath can make thorn, a> a braath hath in.ad« 
Blit a boU yeoraanry, thoir country’s pride, 
When oiioa destroyed, nan never be sappliocL 
(Cheers.) As to the show to-day, I an» 
sure that it is only the germ and promise 
of what may be expected avhen peace and 
confidence shall havebeen restored through- 
out this Colony (hear). Considering tho 
effects of tho unfortunate disturbances 
which have prevailed in this island, with 
little internaission, for the last ten years, I 
must say that the progress of New Zealand 
in material prosperity has been truly won- 
derful, but especially so in all the elements 
of agriculture. . . Your chairman (Mr 
Allan Martin) alluded to the fact of my 
being an Irislmian (cheers). Tbe pig, they 
say iu Ireland, is the ‘ gintleman ’ that 
pays tbe rent (laughter). But I think 
there are very fmv amongst you who know 
much about paying rent in 'New Zealand, 
for here I am happy to observe that nearly 
every man is his own landlord (hear). I 
do not wish to detain you with any statis- 
tics, particularly after tbe dinner of svliicb 
we have partaken. I remember the advice 
of an old friend, an Irish bishop, upon this 
subject, which advice I will strictly follow 
on this occasion. ‘Avoid,’ said my old 
friend, the Bishop of --■■ ■, * speeches after 
dinner, for I .assure you that, from my 
long experience, I have found, in tbe word’s 
of the apostle, that a man sees through a 
glass darkly’ (laughter and cheers), wlilo 
talking of Irish bishops, one naturally 
thinks of Irish governors, to one of whom 
my friend the chairman alluded. It is 
most true that, of the six gentlemen who 
have bad tho honour of being appointed 
Governors of New Zealand, five have been 
more or less connected with tho Greeo' 
Isle. So it has been on the other side of 
this part of the colonial empire, for all the 
governora who, till a few years ago, ruled 
over Australia, were Irishmen, with one 
exception ; and of Sir Charles Darling it 
was wittily observed that in tliat case he 
liad bad three wives, nnd they wm-o all 
Irishwomen. Sixteen thousand miles of 
sea are between us and the p;u«ions and 
prejudices of tlx? old world the cries of 
political discoid are heard but indistinctly 
across half the globe. Lord Stanhope, in 
bis History of England, states that George 
III. observed tiiat, after so long an experi- 
ence as his Majesty h.ad hail of pnblio 
affaii-a, he never found an. Irishman that 
would spe.ak well of another Irish in.sn, 

‘ except with an object ;' and that he never 
knew a Scotchman that would speak ill of 
another Scotchman ‘ except with an object,’ 
However, gentlemen, I think it is tho 
better jd-an for Irishmen to tako a leaf out 
of tlie Scotchman’s book, and adopt th* 
sentiment of an Irish poet ; — 

Still let the orange lily ba 
’Thy badge, my p.striot brother j 
The everlasting green for me. 

Ami we for one another.'’

GcrinmlG-imeron’s march 
from Qiicrii’a Kctiouht to To liori had been 
cliaractiu'isitd byu series of suecessea, .somu 
of ihom liiMii'ly lioiight, it most iieiieknow- 
Iciigoil, ami baiTcai of results ; hut they 
wci'e sucecases, iind the Mauris eoutinued 
to tetire liefoi'e the victorious troopa. At 
'I'e l\ori the forcea niade a longer halt ttmu 
u.siiali in consequenco of the uativea having 
intrencheJ themselves in a very strong 
poaition at i'atorangi, which aiipareiitly 
cut off any farther advance without tirst 
taking this position. liut after some time 
spent in reconnoitring the country, it was 
found thiit Te Awaniutu could be reached 
hy a roundaljout track, which wouhl also 
give the General tho advantage of being 
able to attack the enemy in ihe rear. Tliis 
. , W'as dime ; raterangi was abandoned hy 
tho Maoris without unytliiiig approaching 
to a hattio. Tlie ineidents of tliis arthiv, 
and tho chagrin of tlie natives at being 
thus circumvented — the subsequent strug- 
gle i at llaiigiawhia, down to the storming 
of Orakiiu, are pretty'well known to those 
wlio liave taken an interest iii our history 
during tho limt tivu or six years. The 
Orakau affair was one of tlie most impor- 
tant ongagemeubs whicli took place at any 
poriod of tiiK war. It was remarkable for 
great consideration on the jiart of the 
Ooiieral, who had the place surrounded for 
some .time, and had a mine ready to be 
sprung, which would have decimated the 
riinks of ilia opponents. On tho otiier 
hand the Maoris dLsplayed great ubilitus 
in the art of fortification, and a dogged 
dotfarniiiiatioii to .staud or fall by tile re- 
sult of ths siege, rofiising all overtures for 
a suireadar on any. terms. The result 
was tliat after some iiours cannonading, 
a iireath was made in their defences, and 
thrmigii some means or another the major 
jiart of the diifenders of Or.ikau escaped 
in tho night ; but a good number remained, 
and fought to the last, and evinced a 
S[iirit of warfare worthy of a better cause. 
The pa was rushed, and some gallant 
fellows full on our .side during tiie storm- 
ing of the position. Tlie brave sixty-iiftli, 
who did niucli good service iu the campaign, 
provided p.rt of the “forloru hope" and 
it Was iroin a corporal of the regiment, 
who was one of tlie brave band, tliat wr 
obtained tlie particulars of the incident 
■wc liave given this long digression to relate. 
Ho tohl tlie story in something like the 
following words 

“ £ and my comrade got separated from 
tlia main body, and in the dusk of the 
cvenipg sudiluiily found oursclvei in an 
ariglij of till! fortilication. On looking 
round, the most appalling sights met our 
giza-T^uitm lying dead from shot and shell 
womiils of tlie most fearful clmractcr. 
The Armstroug shulis had carried away 
limbs, from .some, the faces from otiici-s ; 
and bl jod and braius bespattared all the 
p ilisading. All at once I saw a stalwart 
Maori w t’l ins musket at the cajqiing 
poBition— tic nuiede pointed towards me. 
His eyes were set W'itli a terrih’c glare, and 
I qnitj txpected that if I made a move- 
ment, llio lontents of his gun would be 
Ijdgel ill ny Ixiii.v, C‘Sjieciall.y us t was not 
ten paces fn m him. 1 called to my com- 
rade iu a bushed voice, and cur attention 
was directed to tliu hiaori for several 
saconds in breatlib-fs susponsa, when, from 
the peculiHi’ iinmov.il.le position of eyes 
and body, SVC breame conviuced that ho 
Was eitht r de-ad or wcuiided ; and with ,a 
reckless detonnlnatioii to know which 
(resisting the impulse which uatuinlly 
cime to me to Cro at Iiim), we sinniitatie 
ously iidvanocd. Still the s.nne statne- 
lika piisitioii— -tho same absctice of all 
motion which makes iloatli so awful. On 
go ting up dost! to tho Maori, we found 
Lliat he was dead. A small wound in tlio 
breast marked the spot where an Enfield 
rifle bullet had entered ; a coagulated 
blood spot, very trilling, told plainly tliat 
in'.rrnal bleeding bad taken place. Most 
likely the bullet liad iiiercod bis lungs. 
4\'c removed the musket from Ids stiffened 
ariii.s nail laid tho bod.v carefully down on 
the eart.il : for although wu were not ani- 
mated hy any friemlly feelings towards 
t!ie natives, whatever feelings of revenge 
ave iiiight have felt a few mimites bcfoi-« 
were dispelled by the ajipalling sight. On 
fiirthbi examination of the body we found 
w'lat surprised us more than any other 
circumsfance during the war, and which 
[troves that the Maoris have nowers of en- 
durance su])ciior to most tf us, namelv, 
that his leg Inul licon broken by a shot or 
a S[>liiiter from the woodwork of the pali- 
sade, iiiid that ill! , had still don* his best 
towards defending his caii.se. His frae- 
t 'Vi'(l iiml) lia<l been bound up with flux, 
aided liy rude nidints of tlic ti-tree Inrk ; 
and in t iis .state ho had been [iroppcd uji 
in tho angle of the pa to.do something fur- 
ther tr.varda its defence, wliea a random 
ballet [iiif. an end to his existence — not 
suddenly, but by internal lianmorrliage. 
iVhat agony ho sull'ered, we can never 
know. Ho was elaborately tattooed, and 
bore uliout his [icraon other ui-arkr. of being 
a man of iiiore than ordinary note ; and 
comr.uln u'lil ( m.:-.*!.- deiinsited him 
" ^ Prap»i»ttlio earth- 



works, covering the body with a mat we 
found near the spot. Wo spoke litllo to 
oacli other during tho time wo wore thus 
engaged, and era wo liad linished welio.srd 
tlio fotiro aoundiug. 1 need not say that 
wo woro very glad to get back to tho cam;), 
and I dill not feel inclined that niglit to 
join in the camii jollity which celebrated 
tho fall of Orakau. The faco of that Maori 
was before rnc for weeks after, and oven 
now I cun recall the scene ns if it only oc- 
curred yesterday. I am thankful to .say 
that [ was not culled upon to tiro another 
shot against the Maoris in tho Waikato ; 
and a short time after, the i-egimeiit got 
orders for homn. Having served more 
tliiiii my time, I got niy discliargo, and 
reuiaiiied iu New Zealand."
